ST. MARY’S CHURCH. 


No event in this city for many years, has ex- 
cited greater attention, and a more intense in- 
terest, than the discussion of the Catholic 
Question, touching the alt ration of the char- 
ter of St. Mary’s Church, The great politi- 
cal principle involved in that desirable altera- 
tion, which, in tact, goes at once to test the 
freedom and independence of our Legislature. 
above the decrees of Foreign Courts, and the! 
constructions of an dristocratic Judiciary, are 
prominent, but not the only features of the suv- 
ject, which excite the fears, hopes, and pas- 
sions of our community. The people look 
upon it, as a test of the great prevailing frin- 
ciple of our government, that the Majority 
shall rude. Our citizens also consider it in the 
light of testing the security of their property, 
which is now claimed by a Foreign Prince; 
and likewise justly view it as deciding the im- 
portant question of Liderty of Conscience, and 
the right of worshipping God after their own 
convictions. So that, the application for the 
alterations in the Charter of that Church, af- 
fect materially almost every right, and every 
principle, dear to freemen, sacred to liberty, 
and conducive to the happiness and social har- 
mony of the great body of the people. 

We deem it altogether extraneous to the 
discharge of our proper functions, to enter in- 
to a controversy on points of doctrine, in this 
case. But there are improprieties so glaring, 
that not to note them with expressions of cc n- 
sure, might reasonably be considered as an 
evidence of our approbation. We allude to 
the gross interference of Mr. Harold, to pre- 
vent the alteration desired by the Con :regation 
of this Church. When that wily Jesuit treads 
upon this ground, he becomes a Politician and 
a layman; the frock of the Priest can no longer 
protect him; he infringes upon the province of 
the Legislator and the Politician, and in effect 
invades the rights of every American. We can 
no longer even consider him, under such cir- 
cumstances, as a Foreign Agent of the Court 
of Rome, preaching submission to the omm- 
potence of the Pope's Bull; but we view him 
ina light far worse—far more degrading to 
the man, and more insulting to the Country— 
we view him as a PorerGy Incenprary, plot- 
ting the overthrow of our rights and liberties. 
This is plain diction, but it is more than justi- 
fied by the circumstances of the case. It is the 
ConcreGoarion who apply for the alteration, 
because itis the Majority, or the Agents, or 
Trustees cf the Majority, who pray for the 
right of uncontrolled election.

A privateer sloop with one brass gun and 
about forty men, had been detained by the 
governor im consequence of the sailing vif 
several American vessels. 

St Pierne, 20th Dec. 1822. 

The fear of the renewal of the fatal event 
which took place on the 21st Oct. 1817, made 
us abstain from complimenting the colony in 
general, and the city of St. Pierre in particular, 
on the happy manner in which the winter 
season has terminatcd. Our harbor for two 
months past announced the renewal of com- 
merce, when a vale of wind, almost as violent 
as the one in 1813, occasioned the must hor- 
rible ravages. 

Monday the 16th the wind began to blow 
from W. to W. N. W the weather extremely 
cloudy, raining by intervals ; the sea breaking 
with force announced a heavy raz de maree. 
All the captains immediately took the neces- 
sary precautions fo. the salety of their vessels. 
The 17th the wind augmented progressively 
unul the night of the i9th—in spite of the 
heavy rain, which gave hope that it would 
change to the East, but this hope was frustra- 
ted---yesterday about five o’clock in the even- 
ing it blew with such violence that the vessels 
could not resist the swell, which became furi- 
ous. Of forty sail anchored in our harbour 
on the morning of the 19th, eight only have 
remained; thirty, large and small were cast 
ashore. The brig Charles, of Nantz, has dis- 
appeared, and another brig,jthe Veronique, of 
Marsellles, got under way ume enough to es- 





cape the danger which she would otherwise 
have incurred. We have the consolation to 
announce that the crews have been saved 
with the exception of two sailors, one a French- 
man, the otheran Amerian. We fear that 
the wind and swell have occasioned similar 
di-asters to vessels anchored in the ports 
windward of the island, and in that of Port 
Royal. 

We have not as yet received intelligence 
from the interior of the colony, but we pre- 
sume the country must have suffered consid- 
erably, if we are to judge from what we have 
experienced. In this deplorable circumstance, 
the civiland military authorities, the sea cap- 
tains and inhabitants of the town, rivalled each 
other in zeal to save the lives of the crews, 
and mainain public tranquility, who was not 
ler a moment disturbed.
